RTD T,a Test 

Records of vehicle per¬ 
formance of both the .na¬ 
tural gas and diesel-equip¬ 
ped buses will be main¬ 
tained for a three-month 
period, it was explained. Ex¬ 
haust emissions from the 
natural gas bus will be 
compared with those from 
the diesel bus under similar 
operating conditions. 

If the re,sults show a po¬ 
tential for air polluti o n 
abatement, along with a 
feasibility for operating na¬ 
tural gas-equipped buses on 
a larger scale, the test will 
be expanded, the participa¬ 
ting agencies said. 

Eighteen buses would be 
involved in the sec o n d 
study phase, nine operating 
on natural gas, the remain¬ 
der on diesel fuel. 

Should the expanded test 
be undertaken, the RTD will 
file an application with the 
federal Department of 
Transportation (DOT) for a 
federal research grant to 
cover the costs. 

It is anticipated the ini¬ 
tial natural gas and diesel 
fuel test buses will be in 
tra,nsit service by mid-sum¬ 
mer. 

Although natural gas fuel 
fiy.stems have been installed 
and operated In automobiles 
and small trucks, little re¬ 
search has been accom¬ 
plished in applying its use 
to transit vehicles, Shon- 
nard, Chass and NcLson said.
